In looking over the current reports one will be struck with the 
enormous increase of street railway litigation. The many cases in- 
volving steam roads seem not to furnish precedent for cases of this 
class, as the courts have repeatedly laid down principles governing 
the rights and duties of street railways as carriers of passengers, 
differing very materially from those laid down as to other common 
carrier. The increase of the mileage of electrical street railways, 
together with the fact that they usually occupy crowded streets and 
highways, accounts for the fact of the enormous increase of litigation 
involving their rights and liabilities. Indeed, the rules of the law of 
negligence as applied to street railway companies have become special 
in their nature. Hence, the great utility of a series of reports collect- 
ing this particular class of cases. The publishers aim to issue two 
volumes a year, in which current cases are reported, together with 
exhaustive notes. The editor of the work has not overlooked recent 
Virginia cases, a number of which he reports with notes.

Indeed, his works seem to be intended 
not only for the lawyer but for the business man. His present effort 
gives those who are charged with the conduct of corporate enterprises 
such information as will enable them to perform intelligently the 
duties entrusted to them. Much attention is given to the details of 
corporate management. The lawyer and the layman will both find 
profit in the use of "The Modern Corporations." 



The Heart of the Railroad Problem. The History of Railway Discrim- 
ination in the United States, The Chief Efforts at Control and the 
Remedies Proposed, with Hints from Other Countries. By Prof. 
Frank Parsons, Ph. D., Author of "The Story of New Zealand," 
"The World's Best Books," "The City for the People," The 
Railways, the Trusts, and the People." Little, Brown & Com- 
pany, Boston. 1906. $1.50, net. 
This is a timely work. Its author for more than twenty years has 
been lecturing and writing on the relations between the railroads and 
the people. He was one of the principal witnesses before the Inter- 
state Commerce Committee of the United States Senate and his tes- 
timony attracted wide attention. He has travelled throughout Eng- 
land and this country studying the problem about which he writes. 
The author's idea is that the heart of the railroad problem is not that 
railroad rates are as a whole unreasonable, but that favoritism is 
shown to large shippers, thus enabling them to crush out competition. 
In one chapter he discusses over sixty different forms of railway dis- 
crimination. The book discloses the most wonderful ingenuity ex- 
ercised in behalf of great corporations in obtaining unfair advantages 
over their competitors. Dr. Parson's book is well worth the study of 
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who wish an intelligent grasp of the most important question before 
the public to-day. 



Limitations of the Taxing Power: Including Limitations upon Public 
Indebtedness, a Treatise upon the Constitutional Law Governing 
Taxation and the Incurrence of Public Debt in the United States, 
in the Several States, and in the Territories. By. James M. Gray. 
Bancroft-Whitney Company, Law Publishers and Law Booksell- 
ers, San Francisco. 1906. Price $6.00. 
The oft-recurring subject of taxation is exhaustively treated by 
the author. The book is one of general application, dealing with the 
constitution and statutes of every state in the union. Perhaps no 
subject gives rise to such general dissatisfaction as the sometimes 
real and often supposed inequalities in taxation. These inequalities 
are treated by the author in his first chapter. Much space is given 
to a consideration of the legitimate purposes for which taxes may be 
levied and to the implied limitation of the Federal Constitution upon 
the taxing power of the states and taxation in interference with inter- 
state commerce. Mr. Gray's work will be useful in Virginia at this 
time as many questions are arising under the taxing article of the 
new constitution and the statutes made in pursuance thereof.

In looking into this voluminous work we long for some zealous 
toiler who will write the constitutional history of Virginia. Such 
a work would be of international importance, because of the fact that 
Virginia was the pioneer in constitution making, and in the writing 
of her first fundamental law the master minds of the day took part. 
At first thought one would think that the constitutional history of New 
York would be of little value in Virginia, but this is not true, for the 
reason that our own constitution of 1869 was taken largely from the 
constitution of New York and many provisions of our present con- 
stitution are practically identical with those which have appeared ■ in 
the fundamental -law of New York for the last half century and which 
have frequently received judicial interpretation by the courts of that 
state. In the study of the meaning of many of the provisions of our 
present constitution the practitioner may turn with profit to Mr. Lin- 
coln's work.
